The  Trustees  of  the  Transylvania  rniver- 
sity,  in  coinmunicatinfr  to'lhe  public  that 
the  ensuing  session  will  hcy;\n  on  Wednesday 
the  29th  of  this  month,  have  the  satisfaction  tf> 
state  that,  during  the  past  year,  the  most  gra- 
tifying  proofs  have  been  afforded  of  the  impro- 
ved condition  of  tlie  institution.  The  number 
of  students  greatly  exceeded  that  of  any  prior 
year  since  the  establisliment  o-  the  l^niversity; 
and  their  progress  in  education,  as  evinced  at 
the  late  commencement,  was  highiv  creditable 
to  their  diligence  and  to  the  ability  of  their 
instructors.  These  are  are  happy  results  of  the 
just  confidence  of  the  community  in  the  Pre- 
sident, professors  and  tutors,  and  of  the  sys- 
tem of  regulations  prepared,  with  great  care, 
for  the  government  of  the  College,  after  con- 
sulting the  experience  of  the  most  highly  re- 
puted seminaries  in  the  United  States.  Itwaa 
not  to  be  anticipated  that  this  system,  in  all  its 
parts  would  command  unanimous  approbation; 
and  accordingly  one  or  two  of  its  provisions 
have  been  the  subject  of  some  animadversion- 
It  has  been  objected,  tliat  the  vacation  is  too 
long,  and  tliat  if  would  be  better  to  divide  it 
between  different  parts  of  the  year.  The  en- 
tire period  of  vacation  is  less  in  this  college 
than  in  any  other  whose  by-laws  the  Trus- 
trees  have  had  an  opportunity  of  examining. 

It  was  considered  preferable  to  assign  the* 
whole  efit  to  the  warm  montlis  of  the  siimmec 
and  September,  wlieii  a certain  degree  of  re- 
laxation is  ;ieces.safy,  than  to  appropriate  any 
portion  of  it  to  the  winter,  the  most  favorable 
season  for  intense  study.  Xor  will  the  time  be 
lost  by  the  industrious  student,  whowill  employ 
it  in  a review  of  his  past  studies  in  prepara- 
tions for  the  future,  & in  acquiring  ornamental 
accompllsiinicnts.  The  practice  varies,  in  this 
respect,  in  other  colleges,  accordingto  tlie  pe- 
culiar condition  of  the  society  where  thev  hap^ 
pen  to  be  situated.  In  William  and  Mary  the 
vacation,  much  longer  tlian  it  is  here,  is  alto- 
gether  in  the  summer  and  early  p.art  of  the  fall. 
I'he  trustees,  inalllbc  regulations  which  they 
have  ailopted,  having  had  the  object  constant- 
ly in  view  of  rendering  tlie  University  useful 
and  respectable,  will  not  fail  to  change  this  or 
any  other  regulation  whicli  shall  be  found  in- 
compatible with  that  object,  or  contrary  to  thes 
wishes  of  the  public,  whose  convenience  tiny 
will  be  alway.s  anMiotis  to  consult  and  promote- 
'rbey  have  aflbi*ded  an  evidence  of  this  dispo- 
sition by  repealing  tlie  requisition,  upon  stu«« 
dents  eutei  iug  in  advanced  classes,  to  pay  the 
tuition  fees  incidejit  to  luc  previo.is  classes. 

'file  rule  which  requires  the  performance  of 
divine  Service  at  least  once  every  Sabbath  In 
the  chapel  of  tlie  University,  has  also  been  the 
subject  of  some  observations.  It  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms:  *-It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Prc.# 
siden  , or,  in  his  absence,  one  nf*  the  profos- 
sms.  to  perform  divine  sciu’ice,  on  cvcjy  Sab- 
bath, at  least  once,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Uni- 
versity, to  such  officers  ami  students  as  may 
choose  to  attend:  and  it  Is  particularlv  erjoin- 
fd  upon  he  studelits  to  attend  public  worship 
s mewnere  on  the  Sabbath.”  It  will  be  seen 
that  it  is  permanent;  exclusively  apphcab'.t  to 
no  existing  incumbent;  and  entirely  optional 
on  the  part  of  tiiose  who  may  attend  the  ser- 
vice. A similar  regidation  exists  in  most,  if  lot 
ill  every  other  well  orgaiiizcd  college  in  the 
L . States,  with  the  important  difference,  fbat 
in  these  it  is  compulsory  Independent  of  its 
being  thongiit  proper  tliat  the  students  should 
participate  in  divine  service  some  whore  on 
the  Sabbath,  it  was  known  that  the  greater 
number,  if  not  al!  of  the  liouses  of  public  wor- 
sbip  in  Lexington,  usually  frequented,  were 
divided  into  pews,  which  were  rented  out  by 
the  year.  As  tlic  students,  many  of  whom  live 
in  commons,  dctadicd  from  the  families  of  tlic 
place,  could  not  or  right  attend  at  those  hou- 
ses, without  incurringan  expense  not  to  be  ex- 
pectedj  it  was  deemed  desirable  to  secure 
them  some  certain  place  to  which  they  might 
go  without  the  danger  of  intrusion.  The  duty 
to  pcidorni  the  service,  which  is  enjoined  by 
tile  rule  is,  considered  by  the  faculty  as  oner- 
ous, and  from  it  would  be  glad  to  be  exonera- 
ted. Nothing  was  further  from  the  inienlion 
of  the  trustees  than  to  pixipagate,  by  means  of 
this  regu  ation.  the  peculiar  tenets  of  any  sect; 
and  nothing  they  believe  is  furtlur  from  the 
tact  than  any  new  or  extraordinary  doctrines 
have  been  advanced  under  its  operation,  ftoth 
the  Hoard  of  Trustees  and  the  Faculty,  com- 
prising within  their  respective  bodies,  persons 
attached  to  various  denominations  of  religion, 
would  find  it  just  as  difficult  to  :igree  among 
themselves,  as  the  gieut  ni:i.ss  oftiie  communi- 
ty do,  in  any  particular  sectarian  principles.—* 
The  trustees  feel  it  a. solemn  and  primary  duty 
to  preserve  the  institution  open  .alike  to  all 
denonuiiations.  It  is  tlie  commo-  property  of 
the  public.  It  ouglit  not  to  be  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  any  one  sect  exclusively.  .\nd  they 
would  not  fail  promptly  to  interpose  their  au- 
thority to  repress  every  attempt,  if  any  should 
be  made,  to  render  it  suiivervient  to  the  par- 
Uculur  %*iews  of  any  sect. 

Several  dcp;irtments  of  instructions  will  be 
well  filled  during  the  approaching  session, 
which  were  unoccupied  during  the  last  I’he 
terms  of  tuition  remain  the  same  as  hist  year; 
iind  the  price  of  Hoanl  in  Commons  will  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  the 
college  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  veiy  extraordinary 

JiresSure  of  the  times,  there  is  reason  to  bc- 
ieve  that  the  number  of sliulents  will  be  great- 
er than  during  the  last  year.  As  far  as  de- 
pends upon  the  Hoard,  no  exertion  shall  be 
spared  in  the  performance  of  the  duty  of  the 
most  rigid  economy  which  that  pressure  impo- 
ses; and  they  earnestly  invite  the  co-opera- 
tion of  parents  and  jpiardi.ans.  'I  hey  recom* 
mend  as  prompt  an  attendance  of  students  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  as  pr.acticable,  as 
well  for  tlu  ir  own  comfort  as  on  account  of  the 
adv'aaUffe  of  early  classification.

“PRINCIPIA  NON  HOMINES.” 

We  have  copied  into  the  Gazette,  to 
day,  an  article  from  the  National  Intelli- 
gencer, “ a paper  printed  at”  Washing- 
ton city,  filled  with“  s/ilenetic  effusions” 
against  us.  It  appears  that  Messrs. 
Gales  and  Seaton  have  taken  it  into  high 
dudgeon,  because  we  styled  their’s  the 
« Court  Pafier.”  Now  wc  declare  it 
vas  not  our  intention  to  give  offence. — 
We  thought,  and  so  do  nine-tenths  of  the 
community,  that  the  Editors  of  the  In- 
telligencer plumed  themselves  upon  the 
occupancy  of  what,  in  England,  would 
be  called  the  ministerial  print.  And 
■why  did  we  think  so  ? Because  there 
lias  not  been  a single  cabinet  act  for 
twelve  years,  or  more,  nor  a solitary  cab- 
inet sentiment,  but  what  has  met  the 
prompt  & decided  approbation  oftheir  pa- 
per. With  regard  to  congress,  the  edi- 
tors mould  their  views  to  suit  the  presi 
dent  and  his  prime  minister. 

About  the  meeting  of  Mr.  Clay  and 
the  president  at  Ilarrodsburg,  it  is  a 
matter  of  no  very  great  concernment  to 
Ihe  nation.  We  only  mentioned,  at  a 
former  time,  the  circumstance  to  shew 
that  no  hostility  rankled  in  the  bosoms 
of  cither  of  these  gentlemen  towards  the 
other.  But  the  Intelligencer  wishes  to| 
hold  out  the  idea  that  Mr.  Monroe  was 
constrained  to  friendly  intercourse,  be- 
cause he  could  not  reftulse  the  civilities 
of  Mr.  Clay.  We  just  take  occasion 
here  to  remark,  that  if  any  individual  or 
individuals  whatever,  have  represented 
to  the  Intelligencer,  that  Mr.  Clay’s  at 
tentions  were  officiously  obtruded,  they 
have  made  an  entire  mistake — it  woujd 
rot  do  to  say  vjilful  misrefiresentation.

We  are  not  deterred,  by  the 
ill-nature  of  its  remarks  and  allusions, 
from  copying  the  article  referred  to, 
•which  will  be  found  in  the  preceding  co- 
lumn. 

Of  the  facts  related  respecting  Mr, 
Clay,  we  have  no  reason  to  doubt  the  cor- 
rectness. He  is  too  well  bred  a man  to 
omit  any  proper  occasion  of  paying  res- 
pect to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  when  called  by  public  dtity  into 
his  vicinity  ; and  the  Presidetit  could  not 
have  been  expected  to  repulse  his  ci- 
vilities when  tendered.  It  is  very  well, 
if  any  misapprehension  existed  on  this 
subject,  that  it  should  be  cleared  up. 

With  respect  to  some  other  paitsof 
the  remarks  ot  the  Gazette,  perhaps  tl.ej 
least  said  is  soonest  mended.  It  is  cer-j 
tain,  or  we  are  much  misinformed,  that' 
the  “generous  conduct”  of  the  good; 
people  of  Lexington  to  the  President,' 
was  not  wholly  without  exceptions,  the 
more  remarkable  from  the  paucity  of 
their  numbers,  perhaps  altogether  not 


amounting  to  a baker’s  dozen.  These 
persons,  of  course,  were  not  amongst 
“ the  warmest  friends  of  IMr.  Clay.” 

We  will  only  add,  that,  it  is  to  be 
feared,  such  publications  as  those  in  the 
Gazette  are  calculated  to  answer  any 
purpose  but  that  of  allaying  political 
jealousies.  There  exists  no  where,  we 
are  persuaded,  a wish  “ to  place  every 
prominent  politician  in  hostile  array  to 
the  administration.”  The  time  is  arriv- 
ed, if  ever  it  can  arrive  in  any  communi- 
ty, when  men  are  to  be  judged  by  theirl 


no  reason  to  fear  injustice  at  tlie  hands  of 
th.eir  country  Of  the  character  Cf  Mr. 
Crawford  we  have  had  occasion,  more 
than  once,  to  express  our  high  opinion  : 
and  wc  wish  it  now  to  be  understood  that, 
whatever  “enemies”  Mr.  Clay  may 
have,  we  are  not  of  the  number. 

The  latter  remark  would  not  have  been 
thought  necessary,  had  net  the  Kentuc- 
ky Gazette,  in  a different  part  of  the 
same  day’s  paper,  thought  fit  to  borrow 
the  sparkling  wit  of  the  Aurora,  in  re- 
ferring to  this  as  “ the  Court  Paper,” 
and  therefore  one  of  the  papers  to  winch 
its  preceding  remarks  are  applicable. 

OHIO  TS.  THE  VXITEl)  STATES. 

It  will  be  recollc.-ted,  that  last  winter 
the  state  of  Ohio  passed  a similar  law, 
to  that  which  cur  state  enacted,  impos- 
ing a tax  on  the  branches  of  the  United 
States  bank,  of  60,000  dollars.  The  op- 
eration of  the  Kentucky  statute  was  sus- 
pended by  an  injunction  granted  by  the 
federal  circuit  court  at  this  place,  in 
February  last.  Shortly  afterwards,  the 
decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  U' 
States,  in  the  case  of  M'Culloh  vs.  The 
State  of  Maryland,  put  at  resfthe  ques 
tion,  by  denying  that  any  state  could  im- 
pose a tax  on  the  branches  of  the  mother 
bank.  , 

It  seems,  however,  that  the  state  of 
Ohio  has  not  been  willing  to  submit  to 
the  opinion  of  the  highest  judicial  tribn 
nal  in  the  nation.  Last  week,  under  a 
warrant  from  the  Auditor,  the  civil  au- 
thority entered  and  occupied  the  branch 
of  the  United  States  Bank  at  Cbillicothe, 
and  took  from  its  vaults  upwards  of 
§120,000,  the  whole  amount  of  the  tax 
and  costs  due  from  both  branches  of  that 
state— deposited  it  in  another  bank  of 
the  town,  for  the  day — and  on  the  sue 
ceeding  day,  wagoned  the  money  to  Co 
lumbus.  These  facts  were  officially  re- 
ceived on  Wednesday  night. 

It  is  certainly  abhorrent  to  the  feci 
ings  of  every  renecting  mind,  that  the  na- 
tional law,  as  declared  by  the  supreme 
court,  should  be  thus  disregardad — and 
we  know  not  what  consequences  the  act 
may  invite. 

YELLOW  FEVER. 

Our  Natchez  dates  are  up  to  the  7th 
inst.  We  are  sorry  to  observe  that  the 
yellow  fever  has  again  made  its  appear- 
ance in  that  city.  Several  cases  of  a fa- 
tal nature  had  occurred,  and  many  ex- 
isted, the  result  of  which  was  doubtful. 
The  inhabitants  were  in  a great  state  of 
alarm,  and  most  of  them  had  tempurari- 
Iv  removed  to  the  country. 


In  our  last  Southern  papers  nothing 
whatever  is  said  concerning  the  occupa- 
tion of  Pensacola  by  a British  force.  It 
is  presumed  there  is  no  foundation  for 
the  report  that  has  been  in  circulation 
for  some  days  past.

SIR — 1 last  week  addressed  a letter  to 
.Mr.  Calhoun,  through  the  medium  of 
the  Gazette,  on  the  subject  of  the  insti- 
tution over  whic!'  you  have  been  placed 
to  preside,  by  the  constituted  authority 
of  the  government,  for  that  purpose. —

not  often  suffer  convictions  to  become 
deeply  rooted  in  my  mind.  Sc  then  declare 
them  to  the  world,  without  the  most 
solemn  deliberation.  f)n  the  present 
subject,  I have  given  the  utmost  con- 
sideration, which  has  been  aided  by  ob-! 
serration,  and  a little  experience  in  bank- 
ing operations  : — and  I am  free  to  aver, 
that  I believe  the  liberties  and  happi- 
ness of  this  people  demand  some  inter- 
position, so  as  to  check  the  monstrous 
strides  to  aristocratic  monopoly,  which; 
this  great  monied  corporation  is  daily 
making.  The  people  of  England  justly 
complainoftheir  miserable  boroughmon- 
gering  system  of  representation  in  par- 
liament. The  right  of  suffrage  there,  is 
a mere  nominal  thing — whose  mutations 
accommodate  themselves  to  gold  8c  silver, 

“ Principia  non  homines” — principles,!  the  subjects  ot  the  kingdom  are  depriv- 
not  men — is  said  to  be  the  motto  of.  ourl led  of  the  sacred  enjoyment  of  their 
excellent  President.  It  is  the  r,de  of  ac-j|  j 3,,,  disposed  to  think  that 


ten  and  coi  ru]/l— and  lead  to  cCttsccjncn-  ] 
CCS  more  dangerous  in  America — than 
Great  Britain  has  ever  yet  witnessed 
front  her  lUnough-modgers,  wiebled  as 
they  have  been  by  her  Livcrpools — her 
Sidmoutl'.s — and  her  Casilcrcaghs. 

The  rial -practices  that  occur  in  the 
mother  b.ank  are  within  your  sphere  of 
observation,  and  arc  made  with  the  au- 
thority of  your  sanction.  I had  hoped 
when  ytiu  received  your  present  ap- 
jpointment,  you  would  endeavor  to  fulfil 
the  high  expectations  your  country  once 
entertained  concerning  your  political 
worth.  I mean  th*e  first  year  or  two  you 
represented,  in  part.  South  Carolina  in 
congress.  You  afterwards  chilled  the 
blood  that  ran  through  the  veins  of  your 
best  friends:  You  unblushingly  aposta- 
tised your  political  tenets  : You  became 
what,  in  common  parlance,  is  called  a 
quid-.  You  litraPy  became  d.trimmer\>e- 
tween  the  two  great  parties.  The  re- 
publicans did  not  like  to  give  you  up — 
nd  the  federalists,  or  rather  torics,  kept 
you  in  close  hug.  In  this  situation  you 
were  conducted  to  the  presidency  of  one 
of  the  most  vitiated  monopolies  in  the 
Universe.  How  manly  ! How  virtuous 
It  would  have  been,  in  ysu,  to  have 
shewn  tlmt  banks  could  be  conducted  on 
high  and  honorable  principles.  But,  in- 
stead of  that,  you  sufl'er  yourself  to  be 
the  High  Priest  and  patron  of  unprinci- 
pled swindlers,  and  of  a digested  system 
of  degenerate  sw  indling. 

Depravity  of  banking  is  not  confined 
o Philadelphia — not  confined  to  the 
mammoth  monster  of  that  city.  But  of 
Ihi.s  you  need  not  be  inlbrmed.  Y«.u  know 
that  corruption  exists  in  every  branch  in 
the  Union:  but  you  hav'c  not  the  patri- 
otic firmness  to  acknowledge  it  official- 
ly— and  to  retire,  in  disgust,  from  the 
desperate  station  you  now  occupy.  \ ou 
have  deputy  presidents,  rioting  in  all  the 
splendid  parapliernalia  of  superabundant 
wealth,  who  are  opening  the  bowels  of 
t:ic  earth,  and  issuing  to  the  world  its 
metalic  stores;  and  whose  apparent  opu- 
lence is  designed  to  aid  in  embellishing 
the  proud  Mississippi.  Yet  scrutinize 
tlie  matter — examine  where  the  funds 
come  from  for  these  purposes,  and  you 
will  discover  that  some  of  your  petty 
presidents  are  perfectly  insolvent,  and 
that  the  active  capital  they  have  employ- 
ed, has  been  drawn  from  the  vaults  ol 
the  bank,  without  any  other  security  than 
the  names  of  endorsers  who  arc  as  deep 
in  tlie  mud,  as  the  principals  are  in  the 
mire.  Arc  proceedings  like  these  cor- 
rect ? .\re  they  compatible  with  the  in- 
terests of  the  government  or  of  the  peo- 
ple ? 

Other  classes  of  bank  gentlemen  oc- 
casionally receive  the  moderate  accom- 
modations of  3 and  4 thousand  dollars, 
w ithout  having  a cent’s  worth  of  prop- 
erty upon  which  to  base  a request  for  a 
loan.  Would  you  believe  that  one  casliier 
could  get  a sum  of  this  amount  from 
bank,  with  the  mere  endorsement  of  an- 
other, when  if  the  propertied  effects  of 
both  men  were  collected  together,  and 
vended  at  auction,  their  sale  would  not 
command  money  enough  to  pay  one  dis- 
count ? Do  not  startle.  I am  not  ignor- 
ant of  the  minutia  of  many  transactions 
of  a similar  character.  Even  directors, 
when  they  sit  in  “ darX-  divan,”  do  not 
succeed  in  as  much  mystery  as  their  dig- 
nified approach  to  the  house  of  infamy 
induce  many  to  believe.  Evil  deeds  may 
be  concealed  for  a while  ; but  that  stern 
and  inllcxible  agent,  mme,  will  unravel 
them.  Sin  and  iniquity  will  out  sooner 
or  later. 

Setting  aside  the  easy  access  of  the  of- 
ficers of  the  bank  to  its  coffers,  how  very 
easy  is  it  for  Directors,  who  arc  not 
punctilious  as  it  regards  principle,  to 
cause  their  immediate  friends  to  obtain 
loans,  to  tke  entire  exclusion  of  honest 
and  substantia!  men.  In  the  lesser  towns 
in  the  American  community,  you  well 
know  a variety  of  circun'stances  often 
combine  to  create  party  spirit.  When, 

I therefore,  a majority  of  a directory  are 
of  particular  tenets,  and  possess  other 
asperities,  how  reasonable  is  it  to  expect 


but  it  seems  I was  mistaken — Because,! 
since  I commenced  writing  this  letter,  a 
gentleman  of  as  high,  standing  as  any  in 
Kentucky,  and  who  liad  not  been  a' de- 
faulter, had  a requisition  made  upon  him 
to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  board  on 
this  subject.

Is  i^  not, an  outrage  upon  society  ? And 
were  you  not  the  person  who  projected 
it  ?

Tlie  Western  Monitor  of  tlic  14tli 
iiist.  contains  a number  of  questions  pro- 
pounded by  “ An  Enquirer,”  relating  to 
Transylvania  University. 

The  Editor  of  that  paper  states,  th-at 
those  queries  were  banded  him  for  pub- 
lication by  gentlemen  “ who  felt  them- 
selves aggrieved  by  the  manner  in  which 
the  old  trustees  of  our  University,  and 
the  whole  prts’oyleriaii  denoiniuation, 
have  been  recently  attacked  111  the  pub- 
lic papers.” 

I ^V’ith  the  Editor  of  the  Monitor,  I 
have  nothing  to  do.  His  former  re- 
marks on  Aristides,  and  Philo  .\ristidcs, 
(whom  he  erroneously  believes  are  the 
same  person)  were  not  seen,  for  some 
length  of  lime  after  they  made  their  ap- 
pearance ; and  had  they  been  read,  a 
response  would  not  have  been  given.  1 
have  neither  the  time,  nor  the  am- 
bition to  seek  a contest  with  the  Editor 
of  a newspaper.  The  talent  for  petty 
newspaper  thrusting  and  criticism,  is 
one  which  I do  not  possess,  and  indeed  is 
not  deemed  enviable  ; and  I beg  pardon 
of  the  Editor  of  the  Monitor  even  for 
this  slight  personal  allusion. 

The  sentiments  of  Aristides,  with  re- 
gard to  the  presbyterian  denomination, 
jwere  prompted  by  the  most  lively  iii- 
;dignalion,  at  a dark  and  assassin-like  at- 
tack, upon  an  institution  of  learning, 
which  every  good  citizen  should  pro 
tect  and  vindicate.

Upon  that  part  of 
the  subject,  Aristides  and  the  presbyte- 
rlaiis  will  not  quarrel. 

1 should  the  more  willingly  h.ave  pre 
seiited  myself  again  before  the  public, 
in  answer  to  those  aggrieved  gentlemen 
whose  seiitimeiits  are  conveyed  by  “ En- 
quirer,” if  they  had  disclaimed  all  con- 
nection with  tlie  writer  in  the  Cliillico- 
tlie  Recorder,  and  bad  denounced  him 
as  a liar  and  a calumniator. 

The  only  jioint  of  issue  between  those 
aggrieved  genilemen  whose  queries  arc 
proposed  by  “ Enquirer,”  stems  to  be 
the  manner  in  which  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity was  conducted  while  under  the 
management  of  presbyterians,  and  the 
supposed  atteii'pt  to  insult  and  denounce 
numerous  and  rcs.pcctable  religious 
denomination.

'I'he  love  ofascendency  and 
lomitiation  is  an  inlierent  and  powerful 
principle  of  action,' and  to  censure  tliosc 
v ho  possess  and  cbcrisli  it,  would  bcar- 
aigiiing  the  works  of  God.  It  is  one  of 
ihose  siiinulanis  vvliich  awak<  ns  enter- 
.rize  and  aroiis.  s genius.  But  while  its 
emperate  exercise  redounds  to  purpi.s- 
s ol  utility  and  greatness,  it  is  never 
lore  to  be  deplored  and  deprecated, 
!'.aii  when  it  takes  bold  on  the  bosoms  of 
'.  bigoted  and  intolerant  religious  sect. 

I is  a common  historic  saying,  that  rcli- 
.iotis  ruleis  make  the  most  ruthless  ty- 
rants. It  is  contrary  to  the  geiiius  of 
tiiat  Ireedom,  which  is  alike  our  boast 
md  happiness,  that  one  religious  party 
should  hold  the  sceptre  of  power.  Vv'heii- 
ver,  therefore,  1 see  such  a disposition 
r tendency,  I sliall  i'ctl  it  my  duly  to 
ive  t!ie  alarm,  and  throw  my  feeble  op- 
losiiion  against  those  who  assail  the  sa- 
ved ramparts  of  religious  toleration. 

The  writer  signed  “ Enquirer,”  at- 
ributes  the  pixjcuremcnt  of  Traiisvlva- 
nia  University,  its  endowment,  and  its 
present  consequence  and  growth,  to  the 
presbytei ians.  The  presbyterians  seem 
to  claim  it  as  their  oiVspriiig;  and  as  the 
prejudiced  parent  still  hopes  that  bis 
sickly  and  stiq'.id  brat  will  utifoUl  the 
man  of  greatness — so  they  have  the  te- 
merity to  asset  t,  that  before  “ the  war, 
i'l  ansylvaiiia  University  was  as  llourisb- 
ing  and  the  number  of  sludents  as  great 
as  could  have  been  experted  when  the 
internal  policy  tte.-td  j.racthal  witdom  oK 
the  college  arc  taken  into  view.”

'1  be  declini 
of 'he  college  cannot  therefore  be  attii- 
buted  to  that  cause.  The  legislatur* 
were  actuated  by  the  trtie  reasons  of  its 
depreciation,  when  they  purged  its  go 
vcriinient.  When  its  neglect  and  inis- 
•naiiagcinent  became  the  public  topic, 
its  ti'iiblees,  like  threateiiecl  slaves,  liur- 
ried  to  work  and  commenced  the  splen- 
did building  of  vvl  icb  they  beast. 

The  minute  account  which  seems  to 
have  been  kept  of  the  services  of  the 
presbyterians  in  originating  and  nourish- 
isiiiiig  the  institution,  illustrates  what 
was  asserted  in  the  former  number,  that 
they  claimed  it  as  their  ri.glit,  and  re 
linquislicd  its  walls  with  reluctance  and 
I H I ovv.

jand  iitiqualiSed  reprobation,  even  of  a 
j corrupt  class  of  men.  One  consideration 
■ alone  would  forbid  such  a course;  The 
[impressions  of  cliildhood  and  parental 
[bias,  have  often  bent  the  soundest  judg 
|ment  and  most  sublime  genius,  to  the 
• propagation  oftlic  most  absurd  doctrines. 
jTlie  sect  with  which  we  commune,  and 
Itlie  altar  at  which  wc  kneel,  is  more  the 
i result  of  liabit  and  education,  than  the 
Tiifluence  of  sound  argument,  or  the 
i conviction  of  deliberate  reason.  It 
[would  there  for,:  be  unjust,  even  upon 
this  ground  to  censure  that  which  is  the 
effect  of  accident.  But  it  is  my  firm 
conviction,  that  one  religion  is  as  good 
as  another,  provided  its  devotees  are  sin- 
cere, and  its  precepts  and  practice  com 
port  with  sound  morality.  Many  of  the 
presbyterian  sect  are  my  acquaintances 
& li  iends.  I can  pledge  mysell  for  the  sin- 
cerity of  their  jiiety,  and  the  purity  of 
their  virtue.  The  leaders  of  that  sect, 
are  the  promoters  of  this  insidious,  un- 
generous and  intolerant  w arfare  w ith  Mr. 
Holley  and  Transylvania  University. — 
The  subordinate  brethren  are  harmless 
and  innocent,  unless  they  catch  the  zeal 
of  some  taiicorous  dcminriation  or  ca- 
lumny. Tl'.cy  then  merely  ecno  the  toties 
of  those,  who  have  more  craft  and  tin 
derstai'.ding,  but  less  honesty  and  sin- 
cere Christianity. 

The  propriety  of  fixing  upon  the  pres- 
byterian sect,  the  censure,  of  attempting 
to  injure  rraiisyUai.ia  University  thro’ 
Mr.  Holley,  will  be  foutid  in  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  facts  :

from  the  multitude,  and  exclaimed  in 
the  language  ol  their  oracle  and  high 
priest  irom  New  York,  “God  deliver 
us  from  such  aii  unholy  communion 
When  all  was  joy  at  tlie  prospect  of  re- 
animating an  institution  of  learning 
vvliich  liad  been  for  years  in  a lingering 
consumption,  that  sect  alone  refused  to 
participate  in  the  event.  They  were 
mute,  wnile  the  current  of  pleasure  and 
approbation  was  running  high  ; but  as 
soon  as  the  excitement  began  to  abate, 
that  never  sleeping  sect  began  to  move, 
and  whtsp&r  the  sounds  of  objection. — 
When  their  imjiaiiciit  zeal  and  inward 
hatred  thought  that  the  world  was  pre- 
pared lor  the  boldest  opinions,  they  could 
litter,  they  liegan  to  deal  in  unceasing 
censure  of  Air.  Holley — they  have 
watched  and  detected  his  smallest  foi- 
bles— and  to  cap  the  clima;t  of  tlieir 
impudent  temerity,  ushered  forili  tliat 
base  production  in  the  Chillicotbe 
W'eekly  Recorder.  Need  I detail  the 
evidences  ot  this  dislike  ? They  float  in 
conversation — they  lurk  in  pulpit  orato- 
ly  and  declamation,  and  are  to  be  heard 
amid  the  sanctified  effusions  of  prayer. 

1 he  presbyterian  ministers  were  a- 
lone  too  rigid  to  attend  Mr.  Holley’s  dis- 
courses  at  the  c'lapel.  .\ltliough  he  is 
universally  admitted  to  be  the  scholar 
■md  the  gentleman,  they  fly  his  company 
and  avoid  Ins  circles.  They  refuse, 
with -a  few  exceptions,  to  cntrus.t  their 
children  to  bis  tuition. 

It  must  be  known  that  Mr.  Hcllcy  is 
the  choice  of  the  trustees  and  of  the  peo- 
ple at  large.  The  trustees  are  men 
high  in  standing  and  popularity,  and  re- 
flect the  w ishes  of  the  country,  .\mong 
a people  who  boast  of  religious  freedom 
one  sectarian  has  no  claims  superior  to 
ai  other,  imltss  he  is  cloathcd  in  the  en- 
gaging robes  of  literature  and  science. 
Indeed  if  any  failli  is  to  be  preferred,  it 
is  that  of  universal  Catholicism  ; that  re- 
ligious party  who  open  the  arms  of  cha- 
rity and  love,  toall  classes,  whether  Jew, 
Aialio’.nclan,  or  Christian. 

Must  it  not  be  known  to  the  slander- 
ers of  Mr.  Holley,  that  they  will  injur, 
the  college  ? The  professors  and  tutors 
of  an  institution  give  it  character  and  ce 
lebriiy.  If,  therefore,  the  jiresident  of 
I'l aiisylvania  University  and  its  tutors 
are  traduced,  has  it  not  the  tendency  cf 
traducing  the  institution  itself.  Those 
who  indulge  in  such  practices,  are  a- 
ware  of  the  coiiscqueiicts,  and  no  doubt 
ideliglii  in  the  effect.

SLANDER  SUIT. 

The  following  interesting  trial  lor 
Slander  will  slievv  how  very  dangcions 
it  is  for  gentlemen  of  the  faculty  to  take 
liberties  with  each  other’s  character. 

COURT  OF  KING’S-BENCH, 
Saturday,  May  29. 

Morris  vs.  Mackinon,  iM.  D. 

This  vvas  an  action  brought  for  rijj,. 
dcr.  Mr.  Bingham  opened  the  plead- 
ings. The  declaration  stated  that  the 
plaintiff  being  employed  in  business  of 
an  apothecary  and  accoucheur,  and  hav- 
ing for  many  yeais  borne  the  character 
of  a person  well  skilled  and  qualifii-d 
for  such  business,  and  having  carried 
on  the  same  with  great  profit  and  ad- 
vantage, the  defendant,  contriving  and 
intending  to  injure  him,  had  wilfully, 
maliciously,  and  without  any  probable 
cause,  utteicd  the  following  slanderous 
words  concerning  the  attendance  of  the 
plaintifl’on  the  child  of  a Mrs.  Bolter, 
namely — “.your  babe  has  been  destroy- 
ed by  calomel  : the  palate  of  the  mouth, 
the  bones  of  the  head,  and  the  root  of 
the  tongue,  have  been  entirely  destroy- 
ed by  mercury,”  See.  by  reason  of  which 
s!an(lcr  'he  plaintiff  was  greatly  injured 
in  his  profession,  his  former  patients  ha- 
ving ceased  to  employ  him.  The  de- 
fendant pleaded  the  general  issue — not 
guilty.  The  damages  were  laid  at 
15,000. 

Mr.  Scarlett  stated  the  plaintiff’s 
case,  and  ]>oi.  ted  out  to  the  jury  tl  e na- 
ture of  the  serious  injury  of  which  his 
client  had  to  complain.  Preservation  of 
character  w as  of  the  highest  importance 
to  every  professional  man,  but  more 
particularly  to  a medical  man,  whose 
existence  depended  solely  upon  the  good 
opinion  entertained  of  him  by  society. 
The  plaintifl’  had  to  complain  of  the 
most  s-  r'ous  injury  that  could  befal  a 
man  in  liis  station  of  life — namely,  the 
total  destruction  of  his  professiouat  eliar- 
acter,  by  tlie  slander  uttered  by  the  de- 
fendant. Mr.  .Morris,  the  plaintiff,- who 
resided  in  Chandos-street,  Covent-gar- 
den,  had  for  mai.y  years  carried  on  the 
business  ol  an  apothecary  and  man-mid- 
wife, with  great  reputation  to  himself 
and  advantage  to  the  public.  He  had  a 
numerous  connexion,  and  vvas  consider-r 
ed  a man  of  great  respectability.  The 
defendant  who  resided  in  the  Adelplii, 
vvas  a gentleman  of  the  same  profession, 
Ihougli  in  a different  branch,  and  vvas  a 
man  likewise  of  character  and  respecta- 
bility— he  vvfis  a doctor  of  medicine.  It 
happened  that  the  plaintiff  had  been 
called  in  to  attend  the  family  of  a trades- 
man named  Defoe,  some  of  whose  chil- 
dren were  in  a state  of  ill  health.  One 
ot  them  had  died  and  another  being  in 
a dying  state, ^)r.  Mackinnoii  vvas  de- 
sired by  the  parent  to  give  liia  advice  : 
vvliich  he  did,  but  on  that  occasion  he 
used  language  with  rtspet  t to  the  plaui- 
tifl,  which  reflected  in  an  unbecoming 
manner  upon  bis  professional  skill,  and 
was  calculated  to  do  him  irreparable  in- 
jury. Tl  e c s , however,  of  the  plain- 
lifl  rested  more  particularly  upon  the 
shinde-r  uttered  by  the  defendant  con- 
cerning him  to  Airs.  BuUer,  the  person 
named  in  the  declaration. — About  the 
satne  time  that  the  plaintifl'  attended  the 
family  at  M . Defoe’s,  he  vvas  called  in 
to  minister  to  the  sick  child  of  Mrs. 
Bolter.  The  child  had  been  afflicted 
with  the  nicascls,  and  becoming  dan- 
gerously ill,  the  plaintifl’  vvas  sent  for  ; 
and  he  gave  it  such  medicines  as  in  his 
judgment  seemed  best  adapted  to  re- 
move tlie  disorder.  The  child,  howev- 
er, got  worse,  and  the  mother  having 
procured  a ticket  to  the  AVestern  Dis- 
pensaiy,  to  which  the  defendant  was 
physician,  the  latter  attended  the  infant; 
and  upon  inquiri’.ig  vvlio  had  previously 
prescribed  for  the  child,  ainl  what  medi- 
cines it  liad  received,  he  vvas  informed 
that  the  plaintiff  had  attended,  and  had 
prescribed  powders,  some  of  which  were 
shewn  to  the  defendant ; upon  which  he 
uttered  highly  offensive  language  con- 
cerning the  plaintiff,  and  said  that  the 
medicine  given  was  poison.  On  a sub- 
seqiieiit  occasion,  vvlien  the  child  died, 
lie  uttered  the  words  stated  in  the  dec- 
laration. Such  vvas  the  nature  of  the 
slander  ot  which  the  plaintiff  had  to 
complain — slander  which  was  destruc- 
tive not  only  to  his  reputation,  hut  bligh- 
ted all  hts  luture  hopes  of  existence.  If 
the  case  was  made  out  in  evidence,  no 
damages  that  the  jury  could  give  would 
mere  than  compensate  the  plaintiff  for 
so  serious  an  injury. 

James  Defoe,  a master  carpenter,  re- 
siding in  Ilimgerrord  market,  stated 
that  in  June  1817,  .Mr.  AI  arris  attnrded 
a sick  child  ol  his.  The  child  died  ; 
and  another  ol  liis  children  being  affec- 
ted with  the  same  disease  immediately 
after,  he  sent  tor  Dr.  Alacki.inon,  for 
lis  advice.  As  soon  as  the  latter  had 
seen  the  child,  he  said  he  wished  wit- 
ness had  sent  for  him  sooner,  but  as- 
signed no  reason  then  for  the  observa. 
lion.  Afterwards,  when  the  second  child 
‘lied,  he  said,  that  if  he  had  been  sent 
for  in  the  first  instance  he  would  have 
saved  both  children,  or  he  would  have 
lorleited  his  existence ; but  Mr.  Morris 
knew  no  more  of  the  inside  of  a man 
than  he  did  of  the  inside  of  the  moon. 
The  defendant  had  attended  the  second 
child  two  days  before  it  died,  and  in  that 
interval  had  seen  it  six  or  seven  times. 
Witness  had  known  Mr.  Morris  sixteen 
or  seventeen  years,  and  had  employed 
iiiiu  bctori..  He  bad  previously  lost  two 

children,  under  the  care  of  the  latter. 

He  had  lost  a filth  child  uiulcrtlie  care 
of  Dr.  Alackinnon  himself,  but  it  vvas 
not  afflicted  with  the  same  disease  is  the 
others.  Witness  liad  ceased  to  eniploy 
the  plaintiff  in  his  family,  not  solely  in 
consequence  cf  what  t!ie  defendant  had 
said,  but  also  on  account  of  l.aviiur  io.‘_ 


four  children  under  the  care  of  the  for- 
mer. 

\Vm.  Sidney  Jones,  shopman  to  the 
plaintiff,  remembered  making  up  some 
medicines  for  Mrs.  Bolter’s  child,  which 
the  plaimifl'  had  attended.  After  the 
child  died,  he  remembered  a conversa- 
tion between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defen- 
dant) the  subject  of  which  was  a coro- 
ner’s inquest,  which  was  about  to  be 
held  on  the  body  of  the  child.  In  that 
conversation  the  defendant  offered  to 
write  a letter  to  the  coroner,  assui  ing 
him  that  there  was  not  the  slightest 
ground  of  imputation^upon  Mr.  Morris’s 
medical  skill — and  that  the  medicines 
given  to  to  the  child  were  proper  for  its 
disease.  Such  a letter  was  afterwards 
sent  by  the  beadle  of  the  parish  to 
the  cororner.  In  fact,  the  plaintiff  had 
told  the  witness  that  the  defendant  had 
attended  the  inquest,  and  had  assured 
them  that  there  was  not  the  slightest 
gVoutKl  for  impeaching  the  plaintiff’s 
practice. 

The  witness  was  then  asked  whether 
the  plaintiff’s  practice  had  not  been  ve- 
ry considerable  ? This  question  was 
put,  with  a view  to  shew  the  general  in- 
jury which  the  plaintiff  must  sustain 
from  the  slander  of  the  defendant — but 
the  coiuiscl  of  the  latter  objected  to  the 
question,  contending,  on  the  authority 
of  a note  in  the  1st  vol.  of  Mr,  Sergeant 
Williams’s  edition  of  Mr.  Saunders’s 
■Report,  p.  213,  that  no  evidence  could 
be  given  of  any  damages,  unless  it  be 
specially  stated  in  the  declaration.  As, 
in  an  action  by  a victualler  for  calling 
his  wife  a w — e,  by  which  it  was  averred 
that  several  persons  had  left  the  house, 
this  was  not  stating  ihe  special  dama- 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  agreed  that  it 
•was  the  general  rule  and  that  it  was  foun- 
ded on  reason — for  the  special  damages 
ought  to  be  stated  in  the  declaration,  in 
order  that  the  defendant  might  have  an 
opportunity  of  meeting  it.  It  was  not 
competent  therefore  to  adduce  evidence 
of  general  damage,  while  the  declara- 
tion mentioned  tlie  names  of  only  two 
individuals  who  had  left  the  plaintiff. 

Elizabeth  Bolter  states  that  her  hus- 
band was  a barge-biiildcl\  residing  at 
Hungerford-stairs.  In  July  last  Mr. 
Morris  attended  her  in  her  Iving-in,  and 
she  was  perfectly  satisfied  with  his  con- 
duct. In  the  month  of  Deccmler  fol- 
lowing, she  had  a child  taken  ill  of  the 
meazels.  No  medical  person  then  at- 
tended, but  shortly  afterwards,  the  child 
having  a sore  throat  and  mouth,  she 
sent  ibr  Mr.  Morris,  who  attended  it 
from  the  6th  to  the  12th  of  Dec.  She 
had  some  powders  of  l.im  ; t!ic  child 
got  worse  and  worse,  and  she  request' d 
him  to  attend  everyday.  lie  told  her, 
however,  that  there  was  no  danger — but 
uot  being  satisfied  with  him.  she  made 
interest  to  get  a letter  to  the  Dispensary, 
and  in  consequence  of  that  Dr.  Mackin- 
noncame.  He  came  upstairs  swearing 
at  the  darkness  of  the  staircase.  ^Vhcn 
he  got  to  the  bed  side,  he  showed  the 
child  his  watch,  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  it  could  see.  He  tlien  took 
some  barley  water  in  a spoon,'  and  gave 
it  to  the  child.  He  then  asked  who  at- 
tended tne  child,  and  witness  told  liini  it 
was  Dr.  Morris.  The  defendant  asked 
whether  it  was  Dr.  Morris  of  Par.ii- 
nient-r-treet  ? Slierepkd,  No,  it  was 
Dr.  Morris  of  Chandos-street.”  Upon 
which  he  s.iid,  “ Doctor  be  d — d;  he  is 
only  an  apothecary.”  Witness  then 
shewed  him  some  of  the  powders  the 
child  had  been  taking — and  the  defen- 
dent  scid  it  was  all  poison,  aiui  that  her' 
child  w'as  entiiely  destroyed  witli  calo- 

j),el. \Viti.(.ss  asked  him  what  calomel 

was,  and  ne  said  it  was  mercury,  and 
that  mercury  had  destroyed  her  child — 
that  if  had  destroyed  the  bones  of  the 
head,  the  palate  and  the  root  of  the 
tongue,  and  that  he  could  have  saved  the 
cliiid  if  he  had  be  n sent  for  sooner.  He 
added,  “ Go  where  1 will,  it  is  the  gen- 
eral cry;  he  (meaning  the  plaintiff 
serves  ti  eir  children  all  alike.  He  has 
murdered  your  child.”  The  child  die:! 
next  day  about  ‘>ne  o’clo''k,  and  when 
the  defendjiit  c.illed,  he  looked  at  it, 
and  taking  hold  of  one  of  its  hands,  said, 
« It  is  a beautiUil  child — I never  saw  a 
finer  child  in  my  life  ; d — n his  blood,  he 
(the  plaintiff)  has  wilfully  murdered  it 
with  mercury.”  He  told  her  that  if 
Mr.  Morris  sent  in  his  hill,  she  was  not 
to  pay  it,  for  he  had  been  speaking  to 
some  of  the  faculty,  and  was  ready  to 
come  forward,  .and  make  oath  before  a 
court  and  jury,  that  the  child  had  been 
murdered.  He  said  he  would  see  her 
righted,  and  desired  that  he  should  nave 
the  plaintiff’s  bill  when  it  was  delivered, 
adding  that  he  would  attend  her  or  her 
husband,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night, 
or  any  of  her  family,  if  he  was  sent  for. 
Her  nurse  avas  present  at  one  of  these 
conversations,  her  husband  at  another ; 
and  a fellow-lodgcr  at  a third. — Wit- 
ness not  being  satisfied,  desired  the  cor- 
oner’s  inquest  to  be  held  on  the  body 
of  her  child,  and  demanded  justice. — 
She  had  told  several  people  that  Dr. 
Mackinnon  had  said  her  child  was  mur- 
dered. The  day  the  coroner’s  inquest 
was  to  be  held,  the  defendant  sent  for 
her  down  stairs.  He  had  said  he  would 
not  come  in,  because  there  should  be 
no  one  present  but  themselves.  He 
said,  “ what  are  you  going  to  do  at  the 
Globe  ? (the  public  house  where  the 
coroner  was  to  sit.) — What  is  all  this 
work  about  ? Witness  said  it  was  about 
what  he  told  her,  namely,  that  her 
cliild  had  been  murdered.  He  rejoin- 
ed, “ It  will  do  you  no  good : the  child 
is  dead,  and  cannot  be  restored.  This 
is  what  I get  bv  attending  poor  people’s 
children.”  Witness  had  never  einploy- 
'oJ  the  plaintiff  since. 

Hannah  Law,  a fellow  lodger  of  the 
last  v/itness ; Nlary  Ann  Robinson,  her 
nurse ; and  Richard  Bolter,  her  hus 
band,  who  liad  been  present  at  differen 
j)ari.s  of  tlKjse  ■conversation'’,  correbora- 


ted  her  statement  in  every  particular. 

Mr.  Hoiioratus  G.  Thomas,  a surgeon, 
formerly  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Critik- 
skanks,  was  called  to  prove  that  lie  had 
examined  the  child  after  its  decease,  and 
that  its  death  was  produced  by  u diffei 
cut  cause  from  that  assigned  by  the  de- 
fendant ; but 

I’he  learned  judge  said  there  was  no 
occasion  to  receive  such  evidence.  Th- 
plaintiff,  alleged  that  the  words  were 
falsely  spoken  and  the  defendant  by  his 
plea  did  not  say  that  they  were  true. 

The  case  of  the  plaintiff  being  closed, 
Mr.Gurney(withwhom  was  Mr.  Den- 
man) addressed  the  juiy  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant.  He  admitted,  wiili  his  learn- 
ed friend  Mr.  Scarlett,  that  nothing  was 
ol  more  importance  to  a professional 
man  than  character.  On  the  part  of  his 
client  he  was  not  instructed  to  suggest 
any  thing  that  could  in  the  slightest  de- 
gree detract  from  the  ])laintiB"s  charac- 
ter. Both  the  plaintiff  and  defendant 
were  respectable  men  in  their  stations  in 
life.  The  jury  could  not  fail  to  observ  ■ 
it  was  not  pretended  that  on  any  occa- 
sion the  defendant  and  plaintift'  had  had 
any  quarrel  or  misunderstanding.  No- 
thing of  tliat  kind  was  suggested.  It 
was  impossible,  therefore,  to  impute  any 
malicious  motive  to  the  defendant.  Nei- 
ther was  it  possible  to  ascribe  any  me r 
cenary  motives  to  his  conduct,  because 
both  gentlemen  were  engaged  in  totally 
distinct  branches  of  their  profession  ; and 
besides,  as  the  defendant  had  attended 
trom  the  dispensary,  !>e  had  not  rccciv 
ed  any  fees.  The  defendant  had  in 
siructed  him  to  declare  that  his  words 
had  been  misunderstood  and  misrepre- 
sented ; and  the  strongest  proof  of  the 
truth  of  his  statement  was,  the  prompti- 
tude with  which  he  stated  to  the  coro- 
ner’s jury  that  there  really  was  no  blame 
imputable  to  Mr.  Morris.  Tlierc  was 
no  proof  that  the  plaintiff  had  sustained 
any  damage  in  consequence  of  the  slan- 
der ; for  there  was  no  person  who  had 
ceased  to  employ  him,  except  Mr.  De- 
foe and  Mr.  Bolter ; and  according  to 
the  evidence  of  the  former,  he  had  ceas- 
ed to  employ  him  solely  in  consequence 
of  what  the  defendant  had  said.  Consi- 
dering therefore  all  the  circnmstancis 
of  the  case,  the  smallest  damages  would 
be  more  than  a full  compensation  for  a- 
ny  injury  which  the  plaintiff  might  have 
sustained. 

The  jury  under  the  learned  Judge’s 
direction,  who  cautioned  them  against 
any  feeling  incompatible  wiih  discretion 
and  moderation,  found  their  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff — Damages  5001.  ^ 


LONDON',  JULY  16. 

Serious  riota  at  Livcrfwol. — We  men- 
tion, in  our  paper  of  Wednesday,  upon 
the  aiutioruy  of  a private  letter,  tiiat  a ri- 
ot had  taken  ]>lace  in  the  above  town  on 
the  pi'cceding  Monday.  We  are  now 
enabled  to  lay  before  our  ij^-adcrs  the 
following  particulars  of  the  disgraceful 
transaction  : 

“ Monday  last  being  the  anniversary 
of  the  passage  of  the  Boyne  by  King 
William,  tlie  members  ofscveral  Orange 
Sqtielicsin  this  town  determined  to  ce- 
lebrate the  day  by  partaking  of  dinners 
at  ilnir  respective  club  rooms.  In  the 
morning,  they  assembled  accordingly, 
dressed  for  the  occasion.  The  proces- 
sion was  attendef'  by  a band  of  music. — 
Every  person  in  procession  had  a large 
silk  sash  across  his  shoulders — many 
carried  ornamented  pules,  upon  which 
wer  ■ plac  ed  representations  of  saints  and 
eminent  men ; anolhercan  ied  a triumph- 
al arch  w ith  the  insciipiion  of  “ Holiness 
to  t.ie  Lord  1” — four  men  carried  t!ic 
Ark  f th:  Cav.  nant — anotiicr  the  effigy 
of  a lamb,  in  representation  of  him  who 
was  slain — another  bore  the  hibic  before 
him — and  one  held  up  to  the  public  gaze 
a silv'  r image  of  .King  William,  during 
the  fiassinfc  of'iUhich,  from  the  rear  to  the 
head  of  the  firocesa',ou^ex<ery  Orant^eman 
took  of  his  hat,  A iiunihcr  of  them 
were  dressed  in  leopard  skins — others 
in  white  and  orange  colored  garments — 
others  in  black  robes,  with  niiires  on  their 
'reads — some  displayco  dra'.vn  s'.vords, 
and  a ini»irber  of  silk  colors  crowned  tire 
whole,  .\ltcr  divine  service,  the  pro- 
cession foi-m.-d  again  in  church  street  ; 
and,  accompanied  by  a concourse  of  peo 
pie,  marched  up  Lord  street,  through 
Castle  street,  around  th>’  Town  Hall, 
and  down  Dale  street.  The  crowd  at 
the  bottom  of  the  latter  street  was  very- 
great,  among  which  were  ol^scrvcd  a 
great  number  of  the  lower  order  of  Irish- 
men. .^.s  soon  as  the  head  of  the  pro-j 
cess  on  reached  the  end  of  the  street,  a 
notorious  character  was  heard  to  cry  a-i 
lou.l  '*  Now,  my  boys,  it  is  the  time  to! 
begin  1”  In  a nioine;it  the  processioii 
was  assailed  with  a shov.'!-r  of  brick  and 
other  missiles,  with  which  that  part  ol 
the  stVect  abounded,  and  for  which  it 
was  evidently  selected  as  the  best  spot 
for  commencing  the  attack.  The  lead- 
er of  the  mol)  then,  followed  by  a nume- 
rous band,  ruslicd  among  the  tnemhers 
of  the  sui  icty,  crying  aloud  to  his  com- 
panions, “ Now,  my  lads,  we’ll  hav  • 
more  blo.od  for  supper  1”  and  knocked 
down  and  then  trampled  on  any  one  w.ho 
opposed  them.  They  attacked  the 
standard-bearers,  tore  the  colors  to  rags, 
and  broke  the  staves.  The  fragments 
they  used  as  weapons,  with  which  they 
felled  such  of  the  members  of  the  pro- 
cession as  unfortunately  came  in  their 
way.  The  paraphernalia,  nientioiied  a- 
bove,  were  either  totally  demolished  or 
much  injured.  The  procession  was 
broke  at  the  first  ass.mlt ; and  ntost  of 
the  persons  who  composed  it  ran  into 
shops,  or  made  their  retreat  from  the  at- 
tack the  best  way  they  could.  Happi- 
ly, no  lives  fell  a sacrifice  to  the  savage 
fury  of  the  mob.  Many  of  the  Orange-| 
men  wvere,  however,  seriously  wounded,! 
having  been  knocked  down  and  tlien} 
trampled  on  by  their  brutal  assaiianls.— j 
Others  in  endeavoring  to  savc_  the  em- 
blematical symbols  of  tbs  society  from* 


destruction,  were  fiightfully  ’oruised  a 
bout  the  held.  Several  of  the  men  wt)o 
had  been  active  in  the  riot  were  rai  jr.'.d 
on  tlie  spot,  and  carried  t.j  Bridew.i  il 
and  more  were  apprehendi  d by  the  po- 
lice in  the  course  of  the  aft'vrnoou.  Tin 
Mayor,  with  his  usual  promptitude,  took 
the  precaution  of  having  the  miiitiii  y iii 
readiness  to  act,  in  the  event  of  an  at- 
tempt being  made  to  renew  the  riot  by 
the  men  who  had  eluded  the  l-.ami  of 
justice.  • 

“ Tlie  town,  daring  the  whcle  after 
noon,  was  in  a slate  of  agitation.  Bride- 
well was  surrounded  by  pcnnle ; and 
Lord  street.  Church  street,  Wliitecba- 
pel.  Dale  street,  were  crowded  till  a late 
hour;  but  not  the  least  disposition  was 
any  where  manifested.  The  cuiTcnt  of 
public  opinion,  rndeetl,  ran  strongly  in 
the  opposite  direction  ; for,  a singulari- 
ty in  tills  riot,  and  which  was  not  unnoti- 
ced by  persons  who  bad  the  greatest  ex- 
perience ol  the  favorable  feeling  which 
the  people  generally  bear  towards  men 
who  are  apprehended  for  rioting,  the 
officers  of  tiie  police  were  cheered  as 
they  conveyed  the  prisoners  to  Bride- 
wcil. 

Yesterday,  the  prisoners,  eight  in 
number,  all  Irish  1-aborers,  were  brought 
up  lor  examination  before  the  mayor. — 

I he  informations  of  tlie  witnesses  against 
tlicm  were  read  over,  and  their  peisonsj 
sworn  to,  as  having  been  very  active  inj 
the  riot.  Their  defence  was  such  as| 
might  have  been- antici[IaiAl.  Most  of 
them  had  nevep  been  near  tlie  scene  of 
the  disturliance.l  whilst  others  admitted' 
that  they  barf  been  among  the  crowd, 
but  denied  having  taken  any  part  in  the 
riot ! One  of  them,  when  a witness  swore 
to  have  st^-n  him  particularly  forward  in 
the  attack,  looked  at  him  with  a most  di- 
abolical countenance,  and  said,  “ Vouj 
had  belter  mind  what  you  are  saying,  for 
you  don’t  know  what  you  will  bring  up-] 
oil  you  f ,r  il” — They  were  all  re- 
manded till  the  lives  of  the  men  who 
were  wounded  in  the  affray  arc  daclared 
out  of  danger. 

“ At  ihesame  time,  a man  was  brought 
up,  charged  with  having  on  Monday  eve- 
ning, stahbr  d another  man  in  the  thigh 
with  a sword-stick.  The  wounded  man 
was  too  ill  to  ajipear,  and  the  prisoner 
was,  therefore,  remanded  till  he  can  at-j 
tend.  W'hetlicr  or  not  the  assault  has  a-; 
risen  out  of  tlie  events  of  the  early  part 
of  the  day,  was  not  stated.” 

NEW  SOUTH  WALES.

Jackson  to  the  first  week  in  October, 
when  there  was  every  prospect  of  an 
abundant  liarvest  tliroiighout  tlie  territo- 
ry. The  Glory,  captain  Poinder,  the 
Isabella,  captain  Berry,  and  the  Maria, 
captain  Williams,  with  male  and  female 
convicts,  had  arrived  on  the  14th  and; 
15th  September.

inent  to  tne  colonists,  and  not, to  be  un-j 
important  to  this  country  ; some  bales! 
were  sold  in  March  at  Garrway’s  as  higli| 
as  5s.  6d.  per  lb.  .Many  manfacturers, 
we  learn,  prefer  them  to  the  Saxon  wool,' 
from  their  peculiarly  el.istic  and  silky! 
quality.  Already  most  of  ihe  necessa-j 
l ies  of  life  are  less  expensive  in  N.  Hol- 
land tlian  in  Great  Britain.  The  follow- 
ing fruits  are  growing  in  abundance  and 
perfec'.ien : Oranges,  citrons,  lemons, 
grapes,  Pomegranates,  the  olive,  loquats, 
iiectarmes,  apricots,  peaches,  apples, 
cherries,  plums,  medlars,  mulberries, 
figs,  walnuts,  Spauisii  chesiiuts,  currants, 
gooseberries,  strawberries,  raspberries, 
melons.,  kc.  The  bop  also  promises  to 
succeed  to  the  utmost  wishes  of  the  plan- 
ter; tin  ir  barley  being  particularly  line, 
the  colonists  may  be  expected  to  produce 
a good  malt  liquor  for  their  own  con- 
sumption. From  the  luxuriaucc  with 
wliich  the  grape  bears  tlicy  have  equal- 
ly the  most  promising  expeciaiion  ofj 
drinking  their  own  wines,  and  it  is  un- 
derstood a distillery  will  be  permitted  in 
the  territories ; oiir  antipodean  brvthre 
will  shortly  liave  the  means  of  inrleperi 
(lenlly  furnishing  themselves  with  most 
ol  the  comforts  of  life. — London  f:a/ter.

Destruction  of  Vaujchall. — \Ve  have 
just  vetiirned  from  witn.cssing  a scene 
disgraceful  to  the  tiiy  of  Philadelphia — 
a scene,  the  like  of  which  never  before 
occurred  in  this  city,  and  which,  we 
trust,  never  will  again.  Inconsequence 
of  the  advertisements  of  a Mr.  Michel, 
the  late  partner  of  Mr.  Guille,  wlio  a 
short  time  ago  made  a successful  ex- 
cursion in  a balloon,  from  the  city  of  N. 
York,  an  immense  concourse  of  citi- 
zens, exceeding,  at  a moderate  calcula- 
tion, 30,000  in  number,  assembled  at,  and 
in  the  vicinity  of  Vauxhall  Garden. — 
From  want  of  skill,  or  design,  (we  know 
not  which)  the  balloon  was  only  partially 
inflated. 

The  citizens  waited  for  three  or  four 
lionrs,  with  a patience  not  to  have  been 
anticipated.  AYben  it  is  considered  that 
many  ot  them  had  been  disappointed  inj 
a similar  manner,  a few  days  before,  andj 
it  is  pruliablc  would  have  retired  totbeii  | 
homes,  without  any  violent  cxpressioiVjfj 
their  disapprobation,  had  it  not  been  for'jo 
most  unfortunate  and  unjustifiable  oc-j 
currence  which  took  place  about  sun-] 
down.  A boy  had  clambered  up  the 
fence  of  the  gardens,  when  he  was  or- 
dered down  hy  a person  in  the  inside  ; he 
refused,  and  gave  the  ni  \n  some  inso- 
lence, who  struck  him  down  with  a piece 
of  board  or  sl.ib.  It  is  said,  with  what 
trmli  we  aie  unable  to  say,  that  the  boy 
^ since  dead. 

Some  persons  on  the  outside,  already 
exasperated  with  disappointment,  imme- 
diately commenced  the  work  of  destruc- 
tion, by  tearing  down  the  fence  of  the 
garden.  They  then  went  deliberately  to 
work,  breaking  the  lamps,  summer 
houses,  windows  of  the  toiinple,  hr. — 
They  broke  into  the  bar-room,  broke  thc| 
bottles,  glasses,  kc,  spilled  and  drank  j 
the  wine,  and  other  litjuors.  When  they 
had  destroyed  all  they  conv  eiiientlyconld. 
they  set  fire  to  the  temple,  which  being 
composed  of  wood,  was  entirely  cansum- 
ed,  iioiwitlistadding  the  active  and  um  e- 
mitl-  d exertions  of  ourfirc  and  hose  com- 
panies. It  is,  of  course,  impossible,  for 
us  yet  to  state  the  probable  amount  of 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  proprietor  of 
the  garden.
